Lugosi’s own vampire ring was stolen from the 
Ackermansion! Same teenager who took the ring 
took 20 stills from Forry’s F'M files as well. 

This is not the kind of news you expect to read 
here, and not the kind we care to print, but it is 
the only space left as we go to press, so we are 
running this message from the editor: 

“The ring and the stills were recovered by me 
privately without involving juvenile authorities 
or the police. But when, inside the same week, 3 
other boys who had been invited into my home, 
tried to break in during my absence (set off the 
burglar alarm and were seen by my neighbors), | 
realized 1 would have to make stricter visiting 
rules.

Mexican fright and fantasy films. 

Unfortunately for those far gone monster fol- 
lowers who would like to see every creature 
picture regardless of whether it’s in English, 
Spanish, Germish or Transylvanish, most Mexican

movies are shown in the USA only for Spanish- 
speaking audiences. Few are dubbed into English, 
like the Japanese monster movies, or even given 
English subtitles. Yet many are made and played 
in Mexico. 

Occasionally Mexi-movies are given more gen- 
eral release. For example, MYSTERIES OF THE 
INNER TOMB (Misterios de Ultratumba) was 
42 


dubbed into English and played around the coun- 
try under the title BLACK PIT OF DR. M. Some- 
what in theme like Karloff’s THE DEVIL COM- 
MANDS, it concerns an attempt to learn the se- 
cret of what lies beyond the grave. 

Another example is MACARIO, a classic fan- 
tasy in which the Devil, God & Death all take part 
in the picture as human beings. 
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||

ADAM & EVE (Adan y Eva) was also given 
general release in the USA, so that it was possible 
for some fantasy film fans to view the mythical 


happenings when the world began and the Devil 
took the form of a serpent in the Garden of Eden. 

The last place you would probably look for the 
fantastic in a film would be in a picture bearing 
the pleasant title of SANTA CLAUS but it fea- 


tures a demon and a lot of fantastic gadgetry and 
is regularly re-released every Xmas. 

Visually the Mexican horror films show quite a 
bit of imagination. The monsters are quite as 
ghastly as those produced anywhere else in the 
world, and the settings seem to have more “at- 
mosphere” and “character” than most low-budget 
beast-pix made in the United States. Another thing 
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to consider is that with this type of film not being 
able to understand the dialog is not necessarily a 
disadvantage: it leaves a lot to your own imag- 
ination ! 


the undead get fed 


Vampires, in Mexi-movies, are as numerous as 
fleas in an Abominable Snowman’s Fur. 
Sample titles are: 

THE VAMPIRE (El Vampiro). 

THE VAMPIRE’S COFFIN (El Ataud del 

Vampiro). 

THE INVASION OF THE VAMPIRES (La 

Invasion de los Vampiros). 

THE WORLD OF THE VAMPIRES (El Mun- 

do de los Vampiros). 

And THE SAINT vs. THE VAMPIRE WOM- 

EN (Santo Contra Las Mujeres Vampiro). 

The Dracula-like role in THE VAMPIRE and 
its sequel THE VAMPIRE’S COFFIN is played 
by German Robles, which isn’t pronounced the 
way it looks. In Spanish the letter “G’’ has an “H” 
sound, so think of the Thirsty Count as being 
played by Herman Robles. Robles is quite active 
in Mexi-monster-movies, as is Abel Salazar, who 
appears at the other end of the stake in THE 
VAMPIRE’S COFFIN. Tho Robles was destroyed 
in the approved Van Helsing manner in THE 
VAMPIRE, the job had to be done all over again 
in THE VAMPIRE’S COFFIN because the stake 
‘was removed by some square who hadn’t been 
around enough vampire movies to know you can’t 
pull up stakes without getting a bit part. 

In THE WORLD OF THE VAMPIRES it seems 
a colony of the undead is living (?) in the spooky 
dark basement of an old hacienda (house). The 
vampires and their leader are seeking revenge on 
the last survivors of a family that did them dirt 
about a century in the past. (Talk about holding 
grudges!) After mucho struggles, the vampires 
again bite the dust. 


the face in the dark 


BLACK-MASKED NEUTRON (Neutron, El 
Enmascarado Negro) has as its title character a 
comic book type hero so common in our.own seri- 
als. Neutron’s opponent is Dr. Caronte (sometimes 
spelled Karonte), who. with his human robots is 
out to obtain the formula for the neutron bomb 
so that he can rule the world..THE ROBOTS OF 
DEATH (Los Automatas de la Muerte) has the 
same characters and practically the same plot. In 
this variation Dr. Caronte uses human blood to 
nourish a master brain created with the brains of 
3 dead scientists. The object is again to obtain the 
neutron bomb. NEUTRON. vs. DR. CARONTE 
(Neutron Contra el Doctor Caronte) is another 
film in this series, which goes on and on like DR. 
MABUSE of German fame.

Devil, a theme quite common in Mexican films. In 
exchange for his soul, the pianist has gained the 
ability to play music of unearthly beauty. The 
catch is: when he plays, he turns into a monster! 

This somewhat limits his concert appearances. 

To make matters worse, the music is so power- 
ful he cannot resist playing it! 

In a scene somewhat remindful of a part of 
FRANKENSTEIN, the pianist is drawn by the 
sound of a piano to a little girl practicing her les- 
son. He tries to help her but when he plays he loses 
his mind and becomes the monster . . . 


which witch? 


In THE WITCH’S MIRROR (El Espejo de la 
Bruja) an evil sorceress extracts a horrible re- 
venge for the murder of her daughter. (Again, 
both witches and revenge are popular Mexican 
movie themes.) Using her magic, the witch tricks 
the murderer, her former son-in-law, into throw- 
ing a burning lamp at what he thinks is the image 
of his former wife. The “image” is actually his 
new bride, and her face and hands are horribly 
burned. 

The scarred face alone doesn’t seem to be too 
much of a problem: by grave-robbing and trans- 
planting skin and hands, the woman’s beauty is 
restored; but the witch has substituted her daugh- 
ter’s hands. The woman’s new hands first try to 
strangle her husband, then stab him to death with 
a pair of scissors. (Shades of THE HANDS OF 
ORLAC!) The witch transforms the woman back 
to her burned state, turns into an owl and flies 
away. Moral: owl’s well that ends well! 

In THE RETURN OF THE MONSTER (El 
Regreso del Monstruo), a scientist makes a deal 
with a witch. She promises to make him the most 
powerful man on earth in return for a couple of 
little favors: 1) bring her monster son back to life 
and, 2) find a new and beautiful body for her. The 
first is no great problem for the mad scientist, and 
he and the witch’s monster son are soon on the 
prowl for a suitable instant-beauty body for the 
witch. Their body-snatching plots are thwarted, 
however, by The Scarlet Fox, a colorful Mexican 
film hero. 


more monstruos 


In THE REVIVED MONSTER (El Monstruo 
Resucitado) a girl visits the house of a masked 
scientist. The house is located in a cemetery as the 
scientist likes to be close to his work. The girl cons 
the’ scientist into removing his mask, revealing 
him as a second cousin of the Phantom of the Op- 
era. (In other words, his puss is a mess.) The 
heroine also manages to get some inkling of the 
strange experiments the doctor is working on. 
When the experimenter discovers the girl is just a 
reporter after a newspaper story, he gets rather 
upset. The only headlines he is interested in are 
the lines in the forehead of a dead body which he 
has managed to bring back to life. He has given 
his zombie a new brain in the bargain, and now 
sends the monster forth to kidnap the girl. The 
zombie obeys fairly well but will not go along with

PEPITO & THE MONSTER (Pepito y el Mon- 
struo) is, surprisingly, just what the title indi- 
cates. A little boy has a run-in with a monster. 
Before the film runs out, Pepito is chased all over 
the place by the Bogey Man, but in the end the 
police arrive just in time to save him from becom- 
ing a monster mash. All this uproar never would 
have happened to Pepito if he’d been in school 
studying his English lessons good like a Mexican 
boy should. 

PHANTOM OF THE CONVENT (El Fantasma 
del Convento) is a conventional ghost story. Three 
travelers spend the nite in an abandoned convent 
and become involved with several monks who are 
in reality long-dead mummies from the catacombs 
below. 

It seems that once upon a time one of these 
monks sold his soul to the Devil . . . One of the 
travelers is also interested in such a devilish bar- 
gain but decides against it when he gets to think- 
ing about the brimstone he’ll get in the end. 

In HELL-FACE (Rostro Infernal) a sinister 
Count, who conceals a monstrous face with a 
mask, uses his automatons to kidnap some of the 
world’s greatest minds and talents. He is plotting 
to rule the world. After a big chase the Count is 
counted out and the heroine as well as the world 
are saved.
